The people of the county of 
Mecklenburg assembled in public 
meeting, on the 5th inst., to take the 
initiatory steps towards the proper 
celebration of the Mecklenbury | 
Declaration of May 20th, 1875. A 
purpose to have the celebration, 
and to make it, in all respects, wor- 
thy of the fact commemorated, was 
avowed; and committees were ap- 
pointed to consider and report 
plans for the celebration to a 
mass meeting of the people of the 
whole State, to be holden in Char- 
lotte on the 4th of February next. 

We are glad to see the good peo- 
ple of old Mecklenburg moving in 
this matter. Theirs is a heritage of 
no ordinary glory ; and especially 
since the act of their forefathers, in 
declaring independence of the Bri- 
tish crown has been questioned, is 
it proper that steps should be taken 
to establish its authenticity and 
give it proper celebration. Meck- 
lenburg is primorily interested, but 
North Carolina has also an abiding 
interest in that act of her early his- 
tory; and we urge our readers to 
give the proposed celebration _all 


just now.
